Phillips had rough ride 
filming ‘Young Guns IP. 


Actor Lou Diamond Phillips 
was enj oying: working again with 
his frien iefer Sutherland and 
Emilio Estevez on “Young Guns 
II," the sequel to the trio's 1988 
hit, until a nearly tragic acci- 
dent happened 


In the eleventh week of the 
film's three-month shooting 
schedule, Phillips joined other 
actors on a large outdoor set 
near Tucson, Ariz. The scene to 
be shot depicted a nighttime 
escape from a jail by several 
characters on horses amidst 
heavy gunfire and explosions. 
Phillip’s character, the Mexi 
ecan-Indian Chavez y Chavez, 
was riding away with the other 
“escapees.” 

During the first take, Phillip’s 
horse was spooked by ‘the noise 
and confusion and raced away 
out of control. Phillips fell of 


~~the-herse and became 


by leather straps from the orn 
dle and the reins. The ‘scene 
called for his character to have 
his hands in chains’*so Phillips 
was unable to Kee from being 
dragged acr chy terrain for 
more than mile before the 
horse was ct aled. Phillips suf- 
fered severe internal and -exter-

nal injuries, including breaking 
his right arm in four places. 

“I remember there were guns 
going off and flames every- 
where, and the horses were all 
going nuts,”’ said Phillips, 28 
“When I fell off and was 
dragged 1 honestly felt I might 
die. My hands were shackled. 
My ‘head was banging against 
the ground. It seemed like an 
eternity before they could stop 
the horse. 

Estevez comforted .Phillips 
until he. was transported to a 
bospital 

“T thank Emilio | for being the 
kind of man he is,”’ Phillips said. 
“He stayed on the ground with 
me for almost an hour, talking 
to me and holding my hand until 
the medical people thought it 
was safe to transport me to a 
hospital. I refused to look ‘at 
myself to see what had hap-

pened. I just Imew there were 
huge puddles of blood every- 
where. 


Phillips has not fully recuper- 
ated from the accident. He is 
unable to—straighten--his-right 
arm and continues regular phys- 
ical therapy to rehabilitate the 
imb. 


Phillips acknowledges some 
people are going to criticize the 
film simply because jit has a 
young cast. 

“But people shouldn’t overlook 
this film's large budget ($30 mil- 
lion) and the tremendous 
amount of care and expertise 
that went into the cinematogra- 
phy, the set design, the stunt 
work, and just everything in 
general.
